With a recomenda- 
tion that the rate of 75 cents per 1000 
cubic feet for natural gas 
fixed by 
the Southern Counties Gas company, 
be accepted by the oity of Orange be­ 
fore them, the trustees 
met 
at

o'clock and adopted the recommends 
tion. 
Trustee C. F. Newton returned yes­ 
terday from San Francisco, where he 
attendee the .hearing of the gas com­ 
pany’s application for permission to 
fix the rate at 75 cents. Commission 
et Loveland sat in the case. 
After a 
conference with tho commissioner in 
which the latter advised that Orange 
accept the 75-cent rate for the pres­ 
ent, at. least, Mr. Newton decided to 
make such a recommendation to his 
c’olleagues on the board of trustees. 
The officials of the company testified 
before the commission that the com­ 
pany had been -at, 'considerable 
ex­ 
pense in changing from artificial to 
natural gas, had reduced 
the 
price 
from $1.22 to 75 cents, and had made 
numerous improvements and 
exten­ 
sions and were at present, receiving 
no dividends on its investment. 
Commissioner Loveland stated his 
belief that it would be advisable for 
Orange to accept the rate at. the pres­ 
ent time. 
Orange is the 
only 
incorporated 
town in the county which has voted 
its control of gas rates to the rail­ 
road commission. 
The other towns 
fix the rates for themselves by ordi­ 
nance. 
The arrangement worked by 
Orange .has so far been found very 
satisfactory, as Investigations into the 
reasonableness of rates charged by 
municipalities are made at the ex­ 
pense of the commission and the city 
is removed from the possibility of liti­ 
gation.

One w as a flat rate of 1% cents per 
kilowatt, provided a minimum of 10,- 
oou kilowatts must be used during 
each month. The other is 
a 
block 
rate, or sliding scale, under the terms I 
of which the city will probably get 
its power at a rate of I Va cents for 
the quantity it is likely to use. The 
scale begins at 6 cents per kilowatt 
for the first IOO, and the minimum 
price is four-fifths of a cent per kilo­ 
watt for 75,0Q0 or more. It is expect­ 
ed the city will use during July, and 
each month thereafter on an aver­ 
age, about 40,000 kilowatts of electric j 
energy, and I Vis cents is the rato for' 
this amount. 
The trustees accepted 
the 
latter 
preposition. 
Under 
its 
terms there will be a smaller monthly 
bill for the city to pay to the Edison 
company than at present. 
The last 
warrant allowed for power was about 
$230.

ticle he tells a great many stories of 
personal experiences with

pitchers in the major leagues. 
Fol­ 
lowing is a part of what 
he 
writes 
about “Christy” Mathewaon 
of 
the 
New York Giants: 
I would call Matty the clairvoyant 
of all pitchers. 
He seems to possess 
an uncanny power of divining what 
you are expecting; and then he serves 
up the exuct opposite. Neither his fast 
ball, nor his curve, is remarkable, but 
there is something about Mathewson, 
though,—his bearing, 
his 
manner,—■ 
that gives you the impression that you 
are going up against Gibraltar. 
Un­ 
consciously 
you 
think: 
‘I 
am 
up 
against something now, for fair.’ 
In the box ^Matty wastes no time 
or surplus energy, and he pitches as 
soon as a batter takes his place at the 
plate. By doing so be bothered me a 
lot, I konw ,‘because I was not used to 
it. I go through habitual movements, 
fix my cap, hitch my trousers, tap the 
Plate, and I am accustomed to do these 
things as I wait for the pitcher to wind 
up. Malty, however, didn’t give me a 
chance. Before I could hitch my trou­ 
sers the ball was in the catcher’s mitt, 
and the result was that I felt at a logs. 
I was forced to do all my motions be­ 
fore I got into the batter’s box. 
“All the advance notices and bits of 
dope that find their way into the club­ 
house before a world’s series, led us to 
believe that M&thewsou was a curve 
ball pitcher. Naturally we thought we 
were prepared for him. 
Imagine my 
state of mind, the first time I faced 
him i na world’s series, expecting a 
curve nearly every other ball, and he 
throwing nothing but fast ones right 
across the middle! 
About the time I 
would say to myself, ‘Hum,

other,’ he would send up a curve, and 
as I let it go by woald break over the 
plate. 
Why, at*"times It seemed he! 
actually smiled at me, 
“When he came back at us in the 
last game In the 1913 series, I thought 
by that time I knew all his methods, 
and that I had him denied out right. 
But only one fast ball did I. get the 
whole game; all the rest were curves, 
and only once in the whole series did 
he throw me his most noted hall, the 
‘fade-away,’ a sort of slow, screw ball, 
that breaks away Worn af left-hander. 
“Mathswson’s brains 
really 
make 
him a great pitcher, although his other 
big asset is hie control. By compari­ 
son his style of balls is insignificant, 
for he has. neither the fast one

dertake at some time. 
A resolution of thanks was passed 
last night to the 
Christian 
Science 
Monitor for the booster write-up* and 
editorial which recently appeared in 
that 
publication. 
Resolutions 
of 
thanks were also passed to “Earth,” 
the Chicago periodicals gotten out by 
the Santa Fe railway, and to D. W. Mc- 
Dannald, 
who 
wrote 
the 
booster 
“story” which was printed in the mag- 


accepted by the Chamber, and that it 
be made one of the im portant enter­ 
prises to consider for the future, in­ 
asmuch as such a highway will prove 
of inestimable value as an attraction 
for the county .and would undoubted­ 
ly be classed as one of the wonders of 
the world. 
In this connection wre es­ 
pecially suggest that an investigation

Silverado, 
Santiago 
or 
Trabuco 
canyons.

(tho left fork of the 
Trabuco), 
but
